Proposed women's visiting hours In FSU men's residence halls 
may be a reality after a smdy has been ma(te of procedures and 
results in other universities who hold open houses for women. 

This was the report of the Office of Student Affairs and the 
men's dormitory presidents and representatives, after a meeting 
which was held last week. The meeting grew out of a referendinn 
on the subject which was conducted in the men's dorms last quarter. 

The referendum asked the dorm residents to vote yes or no 
on a proposal to allow dorm governments to establish visiting hoiurs 
for women on Sunday afternoons and on designated weekend nights. 
The referendum passed with a 416 to 42 vote in Kellum hall, and 
a 460 to 14 vote in Smith Hall. 

Asks for Information 

Rob Parrish, president of Kellum, Alex Soto, president of Smith, 
and Vince Rio, senior resident assistant of Kellum Hall, then pre- 
sented the results of the poll to the Office of Student Affairs, 
According to Mrs. Sherill Ragans, assistant to the Dean of Women, 
the men were asked to obtain more specific information regarding 
open house procediures which have been implemented at other 
universities, and to OeytHop more specific proposals ooaoeming 
open house at FSU. 

Rio said he was very much encouraged with the results of the 
meeting. He said that letters have been sent to 25 universities 
throughout the U.S. to get Information on open house finequeocies, 
procedures and administrative reaction. 

Mrs. Ragans pointed out that for sotne time now, open houses 
have beenpermined m connection with social events. 

Open House Held 

In line with this , Kellum Hall held an open house last Friday 
night in connection with a dorm dance. The dance ran from 8:30 
p.m. to 12:30 a.m., with open house hours being from 9:30 to 11:00 
p.m. According to Rio, the dorm event was "the most successful 
ever/ ami residents are looking forward to a possible ivpedtton.

Revolt Advocated 
For Class Overloads 



Apathy-demonstration-or re- 
volt: these were the divergent 
choices offered by a Wesley 
Foundation panel on student in- 
volvement last Friday nl^. 

Dr. Ronald Parker called for 
revolt: "If you don't like your 
psychology class of 1,100 stu- 
dents you should boycott it." 
A psychology professor at FSU, 
Parker was part of a 4- member 
panel including Dean John Carey, 
Kathy Urban and Richard Hurd. 

The controversial forum was 
part of a series of four con- 
ferences onstudentaffairs to be 
held at the Wesley Foundation. 
Following a 5:30 p.m. dinner, the 
panel discussion started at6p.m. 

Vice President of Student Af- 
fairs Carey favored demonstra- 
tions. Any protests short of dis- 
rupting the academic flow of the 
University should be an essen- 
tial part of a vibrant institution, 
be feels. 

Miss Urban, FLAMBEAU Ed- 
itor, and Hurd, president of the 
Wesley Foundation, vehemently 
agreed that apathy permeates 
FSU students. From a Southern 
student body of 16,000 it was 
difficult to find even70 who would 



participate in last quarter's col- 
loquim on race relations. 

The point was made that stu- 
dents were too apathetic to pro- 
test even the most boring or 
intolerable situations. Eleven 
hundred students were jammed 
into Dr. Joseph Grosslight's 
201 psychology lectures, heldlast 
quarter in poorly-lighted West- 
cott auditorium. Parker suggest- 
ed a solution: "the noise of 
merely 50 could have disrupted 
the class and forced change." 

Challenged and stung, mem- 
bers of the audience shot back 
that FSU students have been 
"forced into quiessence." ".■M- 
though I have never broken an 
FSU rule that would warrant 
expulsion, I have been threatened 
more than once with this dras- 
tic disciplinary measure," as- 
serted Teekie Rogers, an under- 
graduate in social welfare. 

Apathy and involvement with 
the student Bill of Rights will 
be the topic of the Jan. 13, 
forum at the Wesley Foundation 
(705 West Jefferson). Sponsored 
by the foundation's Spectrum 
Committee, Dr. Francis Millet 
will question the legality and 
morality of the Bill of Rights.

'Dolls' Aims at Box Office

VALLEY OF THE DOLLS, playing through Tuesday at the State Theatre on 
College Ave., is certainly not the best film of the year, nor is it the worst. 
It languishes in commercial mediocrity. Based on a patently exploitative 
sex-and-dope novel by Jacqueline Susann, the film becomes a patently com- 
mercial exercise in melodrama from producer-director Mark Robson who 
has brought the public such exploitation films as "Peyton Place.' 



"Valley of the [)olls" is the story 
of show business people who. 
through dissatisfaction with their 
lives, turn to various vlcss. 
There are liquor, sleeping pills, 
per pills and sex applenty, and 
the whole n;elee almost dies of 
-n overdose of melodrama. 

The film tells the stories of 
"Ve or six different people, of 
how their sick ambitious, bored

J gs competing for the Tree of 
^ife. Therein lies the film's 
-iggest problem, its lade of fo- 
cus. Rather than oonoentrate on 
one charaaer, the film diffuses 
'■IS study to so many lives that 
the charaaers become carica- 
tures.

the character of Neely O'Hara 
(well played by F'atty Duke), the 
film would have a natural focus. 
Neely is an interesting charac- 
ter who moves through the film 
from a talented show business 
ingenue, to a box office success, 
to a bitchy, willful has-been hook- 
ed on pep pills, called "dolls." 
Miss Duke infuses the role with 
feeling and understanding, des- 
pite a meager script and unin- 
teresting direction. 

A transparent comparison to 
Nedy O'Hara is Helen Lawson,

Film Depicts Love^ Society 

Orson Welles* "The Magnificent Ambersons," starring Joseph 
Gotten. Tim Holt and Dolores Costello, will be presented as the 
opening program on the Classic Film Series for Quarter II to- 
night at 6:30 and 8:30 p.m. in Moore Auditorium. Admission is 50 
cents. 

Although it is less well known than Welles' first and most famous 
film "Citizen Kane," many critics believe that "The Magnificent 
Ambersons" is in some ways a much better and more original 
picture. "Saturday Review" film critic Arthur Knight declared that 
"Seen today, 'The Magnificent Ambersons' seems, if anything, 
more impressive than when it first appeared." 

Based on the Pulitzer Prize novel by Booth Tarkington and set 
in Indianapolis at the end of the nineteenth century, 'The xMagnifi- 
cent Ambersons" embodies the sorrow of love frustrated by rigid 
social mores. 

Isabel Amberson (Dolores Costello), a member of a mldwestem

The appointment of Dr. Phil|p 
C. Rond as chief psychiatrist 
in the Student Health Center has 
been announced. 

Dr. Rond, who has been in the 
private practice of psychiatry at 
Columbus, Ohio, arrived last 
week to take over his new duties. 

Dr. C. R. Gentry , director of 
the Health Center, said that as 
chief psychiatrist Dr. Rond will 
head the center's new mental 
health program, which will have 
two psychiatrists and two clin- 
ical psychologists on the staff. 

Dr. Rond, who is 52, is a 
graduate of Ohio State Univer- 
sity and received his medical 
degree from the University of 
Cincinnati in 1942. He did his 
residency in psychiatry there 
■ 1949-51. 

From 1955 to 1958 he was a 
full-time professor of psychiatry 
in the College of Medicine at 
Omo State University and since 
1958 has been a part-time mem- 
ber of the faculty. Since J 960 
he tias been clinical professor of 
psydiiatry, and he has also serv- 
ed since 1961 as chairman o/ 
the Dept. of Psychiatry at Mt. 
Carmd Hoqpital. He is a Fel- 
low of die American Psychiatric 
Association. 

Before coming to Tallahassee 
Dr. Rond resigned tlie office of 
president-elect of die Ohio Psy- 
chiatric Association for 1967-68. 
The Colundtms chapter of this 
organization honored him last 
month with a plaque as "dedi- 
cated citizen. peycUeoriBt and 
humanitarian."

"One nice thing about this coaching business, 
said Bill Peterson, "You get to make all the tough 
decisions by yourself." Well, this year Coach Pete 
worked overtime in the decision department, but 
one finds it hard to believe he enjoyed wrestling 
with his choices. 

On the day that he rejected the offer to coach 
San Francisco's 49'ers. Peterson's decision was 
followed bv Howard Cosell. the most incisive of 
sports announcers, who stated on his national ra- 
dL show: "Give me a man like BUI Peterson of 
the FSU Seminoles. who says. 'Some thmgs in 
coaching are more important than money and 
tecL U by turning down $250,000 for five years." 

Peterson's decisions to play for ties against 
Alabama and Penn State were easy by comparison. 
Although this comer still feels the men deserved 
a 2-^lnt try at Birmingham, fourth and four at 
Jacksonville was simply too hefty of a gamble 
In defense of Peterson. Bill McGrotha of &e Tal- 
lahassee Democrat maintains that playmg for a tie 
s what takes real courage, because everybody 
wants you to gamble.

While Peterson's 7-2-2 record of 1967 did not 
mateh the heady 9-1-1 of 1964. ths season's 
rccomplishmentf eventually drew more attention 
FoUow^ng the bowl games.

Alabama 
and Wyoming. whUe Sellers outpoUed fte Tide s 
Dennis Homan. the Vols' Bob Johnson and USC s 
Sorvary. Then Kim Hammond lights ^Pj^^e Sen- 
ior Bowl with an MVP performance as <l^rtertack- 
man and draws fte attention of every pro scout 
to sm' mid-season complaint that FSU never 
getsl^:; attention seems rather ill-founded and wUl 
be promptly disclaimed.

'ie also cruisaded against hav- 
ing 50 beautiful live oaks cut down 
air ng U.S. 90 which bordered the 
FSU caii5)us.

1000th Doctorate 

The 1000th doctorate awarded 
by FSL' since 1952 went during 
April commencement exercises 
to Malcolm H. Brown, a teacher 
at Indiana University. Brown's 
PhD in music theory was also 
the 100th doctorate given by the 
School of Music. 

Record No. of Degrees 

During the August commence- 
ment a record number of candi- 
dates for degrees of ail kinds, 
1699. including 96 (out of a to- 
tal 173) doctorates, were given 
by FSU. 

Advance in Grants 

Florida State's advancement 
In the graduate program was 
further Indicated by the 
$9,463,585 in ejqwndltures from 
research grants and contracts 
during the fiscal year endii« June 
30* 

The grants included f440,000 
for anothn: year of research In 
nuctear pfaysics in FSU's Tan- 



dem Van de Graff Program from 
the Air Force of Sclmtiflc Re- 
search. This brought their con- 
tributions over a 10-year period 
to $3,518,398. 

A $670,881 grant from tlK 
Atomic Enei^gy Commission 
(AEC) extended for another year 
the research prog ram Of tbe In- 
stitute of Molecular Biophysics, 
which has received $4,709,000 
from AEC. The Institute has 
assembled an internationally fa- 
mous team of scientists Includ- 
ing Nobel laureate RobenS.Mul- 
llken. 

From the National institute of 
Health came a $600,000 grant for 
use over five years, which will 
enaDle physiologists and psy- 
chologists on campus to build 
a Center for Sensory Biology and 
Psycfaobiology. 

A contract with tlje Navy will 
enable FSU to build still anoth- 
er inter-departmenul program 
of research and teacl>iqg,tfais9ne 
in geophysical fluid dyuunics— 
the study of tlie atmospiiere. o- 
ceans and fluid com of the 
eanh and planets. 

FLEX Program 

For some 40 volunteer fresh- 
men, the FLEX (Freshman 
Learning Experience) Program 
was initiated this fall. Sttjdents 
in this program do not meet 
rigid class schedules but are en- 
couraged toward mastery of sub- 
jects and Ideas through indepen- 
dent reading and study, class 
discussion, and dialogue with tiie 
professor.

Problems of lack d space, 
facilities and faculty inFlorlda's 
state universities , which were 
foreseen last fall as a result of 
budget cutbacks, have now be- 
come a realliy, and the sltuatlsa 
may worsen next year If further 
funds are not appropriated. 

Board of Regents Chairman 
Chester H. Ferguson said that 
the state universities may be 
forced to freeze enrollment at 
the current level or offer a 
" watered down" quality of edu- 
cation next year. He cited also 
problems which the universities 
are currently facing after six 
,months of operations on budgets 
paie^down by 1967 gubernatorial 
vetoes.

Champion stated in this ana- 
lysis, "We recognize and support 
fully the prlncli»l of year-round 
operation. But with limited funds 
made available to us, we cannot 
provide full quality programs at 
all levels in all disciplines during 
the summer quarter. What we do 
will be done in quality fashion. 
But we will be restlcted to ^t 
we can do."

FSU students are faced with a 
new and unuausl problem. For 
years students have aslted to be 
removed from " in loco paren- 
tis" (Latin for " in tbe place 
of the parent"), the prlnc^lc 
by which university administra- 
tions discipline students. 

Responsabiiity 

Acting along the new concepts 
of increased student maturity, 
the administration put its stamp 
of approval on the student refer- 
endum, changing the student court 
system. If a student violates the 
laws of the university community 
now (as set forth in the new FSU 
Penal Code and the Academic 
Honor Code), he Is subject to 
trial by a jury of his peers 
following Florida's criminal 
rules of procedure. He can claim 
the constitutional protections of 
due process" and " equal 
protection of the laws" and 
I4;aln8t " search and seizure" 
and self -Incriminating evidence. 

Offenses 

Accused students are now pro- 
vided with Jury trials and re- 
presentation by counsel when 
brought before tbe Honor Court 
for " qfuasi-felenles" (as dls- 
rft^^ilshsd from "^piasl-mlsde- 
meaners"). 

Offenses constituting quasl-fe- 
lonies Include passing worthless 
checks, theft of items worth 
more than $25, assault and bat- 
tery, and violations of the Aca- 
demic Honor Code — cheating.

Penalties 

Expulsion tzom the University 
is the maxinoum poialty for any 
quasi-felony. Quasi - misde- 
meanora require minor penal- 
ties; suspnslen for one year is 
the court's strongest se nt en ce .

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Socio-economical Obstacles 
Hinder Indian Integration 



By. C. GONZMAHT 
One of the most important considerations for effective national ^velop- 
ment in several Latin American countries is that of integrating Indian pop- 
ulations into contemporary socio-economic life. 



Overall, indigenous groins 
throughout the hemisphere riiow 
the lowest income, highest Il- 
literacy, shortest life span, and 
highest disease rate of all Latin 
Americans. In countries such as 
Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador and Gua- 
temala ^jproximaiely 45^ of the 
populace m«y be dashed as In- 
dian. 

The criteria for this estimate 
is based primarily on a cul- 
tural basis rather than a purely 
racial uniqueness. Guidelines for 
this analysis normally lake Into 
consideration language spoken, 
costume or native dress, and 
special habits such as the chew- 
ing of "chac-cha" or coca among 
Indians of the Andes. 

Religion may also be a sig- 
nificant agent for cultural def- 
inition since supernatural beliefs 
continue to be a blend of Ro- 
man Catholicism and olderpagan 
credos and practices. 

Basic economic structure of 
indigenous communities is ap- 
proximately the same from die 
Peru-Bolivian "altiplano" to the 
highlands of Guatemala. The pri- 
mary economic unit, which at the 
same time serves as the prin- 
cipal social base, is the house- 
hold. Production and consumption 
both revolve about immediate 
household decisions. Among the 
Indians, economic activities are 
for the mostpanslmilarto those 
practiced for generations. Shel- 
ter consists in general of thatch- 
ed or adobe houses, usuaJl) floor- 
less andwithout windows. Dietary 
staples are Invariably alike; 
clothes are produced within the 
household or at least in the com- 
munity; and, life-patterns are 
direaed by customs and folkways 
conceived in the remote past. 

In short, the internal economic 
framework of an Indian commun- 
ity is fairly uniform through- 
out the counories here cited. 
There is widespread lade of eco- 
nomic self-sufficiency whldi in 
turns leads to an important re- 
liance on market exchange based 
on barter tedmiques. 

The standard of Uving of die 
Indian is evidently low wbm Us 
per capita income and real pur- 
chasing power are weighed a- 
gainst the national average. The 
latter isnoimally three or four 
times greato-tlian the indigenous' 
median. 

In die eaziy 1950*8 the Inter« 
national Labor Organization con- 
cluded that 72% of a quarter mil- 
lion Indians in Bolivia lacked 
sufficient income with which to 
purchase basic foodstuffs. TTiis 
very marked inequality of Income 
is an important limitation to the 
domestic market and a major 
obstacle to industrial and agri- 
cultural develooment. Conse- 
quently, national industries which 
could service internal markets 
are kept from expanding facilities 
for mass production. This unfor- 
tunately, is a salient difficulty 
for developing countries where a 
large percentage of the national 
potential is being ignored. 

If the Indian is to be consld- 
ered an asset to state develop — 



ment, his real purchasing power 
stould be expanded, therebypro- 
vlding a broader based market 
beneficial to the coumry as a 

whole. 

Counter to exisiting opinion 
among many development spe- 
cialists, custom and tradition are 
not necessarily the restraints on 
Indian consum.ption. Instead one 
should consider static purchasing 
ability as a bottleneck to national 
advancement. More specificall>\ 
:his condition may be related to 
national infrastructure gaps or 
deficiercies such as ana- 
err' Msric land tenure form^ 
which seemingly set the index 
for low Indian farm wages^and 
corresponding seasonal unem- 
ployment that adds unwarrented 
Strain to the buying potential 
of these people. 

In this context, low wages may 
w^ account for lower pro- 
duction, inferior sodal and ec- 
onomic status and minimal con- 
sumption. An alternative to this 
pattern of life might be achiev- 
ed by creating or expandii^ vi- 
able light industries In select 
Indian regions. 

Indeed, this could plausibly 
stimulate more employment and 
revitalize agriculture through in- 
creased spending. With a i.road- 
er market, industrial possibilites 
in many areas may be uplifted 
wih due consideration to pixper- 
h allocating existing resources. 

There is a correlation between 
the econr.'Tiic ef!ec!s of the cur- 
rent agrarian structure in man> 
Latin American countries and 
distortions in the political and 
social life-patterns of the Indian. 
The classic hacienda enterprise 
is an example. This institution 
(l.e.. often referred to as "la- 
dfUndto") is oriented toward 
cheap unskilled Indian labor us- 
ually obtained b\ such methods 
as "enganche," "pongaje," etc. 
The efiea is counterproductive 
and generally offers Utde or no 
Incendve. for development tedi- 
nology that would protMbly 
increase output and maximization 
of efficiency. Whatever surplus is 
produced by the Indian share- 
crofqier or wage-laborer moat 
often goes to the ownerorserves 
to meet bills at die enteiprlse- 
owned store. 

In short, return is not based 
on effort and the Indian feels 
limited motivation for increas- 
ing his output. Often die hacen- 
dado or landowner controls vast 
agricultural resources which 
would otherwise permit the In- 
dian to increase his income by 
higher production. 

In many cases, efficient use of 
existing resources and technical 
combinations are simply Ignored. 
Here, fear of higher taxation, 
adverse publicity, and lack of 
capital often keep arable land 
from cultivation. 

Briefly stated, the Indian's 
standard of life or, more aptly, 
the broadest aspeas of his pov- 
erty.are uniquely associated with 
the Dlostatic enviroiunent and ex- 
isting tenure schemes, i'he Indian 
coiaequently holds insuffic<>yf

land which at best is anything 
but the choicest. 

It has been estimated that :r 
Peru as of 1961 the Indian pop 
ulation was 45.8% of the aggre 
gate populace while 83 )g of farms 
in predominantly liKlian areas 
were less than 5 hectares and 
covered only 5J2% of total farn- 
lands. 

In order to couitteraa these 
conditions many critics of tra- 
ditional land tenure systems fee! 
that a major revision is needed 
to accomplish effective soc: 
economic changeover among 
digerious populations. TTiose 
a .Marxian sense i f history ad- 
vocate reforms based on out- 
right revolution which will do 
away with the right of private 
propen> accumulation. To attair, 
this e:.d, the> er.vision formulas 
that would provide for confisca- 
tion, expropriation and arbitrar. 
limits on land proprietorship. 
Too often, however, they simph 
ignore that land distribution may 
dislocate social elites ten^orar- 
Uy while generating a new po- 
litical oligarchy. 

In terms of production effic- 
iency these measures have 
proved to lack the solvency to 
correa basic economic prob- 
lems. Property subdivision has 
at times extended sidisistence 
farming, as occurred in Bolivia 
after its 1952 revolution, and 
Incremented the effects of "mir. 
ifundismo". Here. agricultur.<! 
production dropped below pre- 
revolution levels. Essentiall. 
the government simpl> gra.ntc 
insufficient land parcels to 
many people, thereby restrictlnt 
effective economic utility. 

The recovery which took place 
after 1957 was probably due t^ 
newly settled territories 
eastern jungles, rather thar; 
increased produalvicy in traii; 
tional undergnlng the rigors of 
revolutionary mismaagement and 
political indoctrination. 

Programs focusing on Indian 
parddpation in domestic life 
must also take into considera- 
tion his attitude and outlook. The 
Indian has been molded by history 
into a conservative being who, 
unable to regulate the functions 
of his universe, has receded into 
a tight oonier, distrustful and 
suspicious of any innovatior 
which in his mind might upset 
the delicate balance of his life. 

History, the classical scape 
goat for modern tribulations, an 
lack of reasonable opportunities, 
have fostered an inherently pes.<; 
imistic outlook for the Indian. 
This affinity for consetTatlsm i'^ 
an obstacle to development. Ra 
ther than revolutionary upheav 
al^ what is really needed :^ 
reciprocal cooperation from tht- 
Indian and non- Indian alike. 

In today's world It is simpl- 
unreallstic to ignore or bypass 
half of one's national population. 
While many countries in Latin 
America have made consistent 
efforts in assisting Indian groups 
much remains to be done In the 
way of total resonroe moMllza- 
tion. 

Sodal and economic incorpor- 
ation of the Indian is a major 
enterprise" full of human and 
financial obstades. A significant 
elemdit in this dialtongt i« keen 
determination and dynamic sodal 
reaponslbiUty not only through 
^MiUlc Mititles but by jwtvate en- 
deavors ii? well.

WASHINGTON (CPS) — In the 
Interest of "maintaining a peace- 
ful academic atmosphere," the 
Central Intelligence Agency has 
decided not to recruit on cam- 
puses Aat lie near one of the 
agency's regional recruiting of- 
fices. 

The CIA spokesman today con- 
firmed that college and university 
placement bureaus affected are 
being notified of the decison, 
but did not say Where the agency s 
recruiting offices are located. 
He estimated that there are 10 
or 12" of them, however, pre-

EDINBURGH. Scotland (CPS)

sum ably in the major cities. 
The spokesman also noted that 
some cases Interviews would 
be conducted In a downtown area 
of cities that do not have CIA 
offices. He mentioned Boston as 
an example, explaining that inter- 
views would be conducted in the 
federal building there rather than 
on campuses in the area. 

The CIA has met with protests, 
some of them obstructive and 
others not, on several campuses 
this fall. Among them are the 
Universities of Colorado, Mary- 
land, Iowa, and the University 
of California at Berkeley. 

According to the CIA spokes- 
man, the agency normally re- 
cruits at 100 campuses around the 
country. He added that "at many 
at diem we've had no trouble. 

He Indicated that the disnpUon 
of CIA recruiting has been con- 
centrated in certain areas of the 
country, mainly the East and West 
coasts. He said the agency has 
had almost no trouble on campus- 
es in the Middle West and the 
South. 

Placement officials on cam- 
se " he Washington area have 



already been notified that the CIA 
will do Its recruiting in its down- 
town office.Only one Washington- 
ana unlversity-the University 
of Maryland— has had a protest 
Malnst CIA recruiting. 

The CIA spokesman denied that 
the agency was succumbing to 
pressure fipom students who have 
^sted CIA recruiiii«. ,.We 
don't view it in that li^t, he 
said. He added that "one of the 
young men (referring to a stu- 
dent reporter) who called here 
said SOS was calling it a victory, 
but denied that the change "was 
likely to affect the agency s re- 
cruitment efforts. 

The SUS national office inChl- 
cago hasnotcommentedofficlally 
on the CIA's decision, but one of 
the SDS officers there said Aat 
it should probably not be regard- 
ed as a victory. "We want to Stop 
CIA recruiting," he explained. 

The CIA may well attempt to 
reinstate on-campus recruiting 
on the campuses where it is being 
halted, according to the agency s 
spokesman. He said that if the 
protests die down. "I'm sure we 
would look at it again to see if 
we could return to thecampuses

Secondly, FSU had had three opportunities to cash 
in for the winnii^ TD on their final series of downs, 
and the odds were against the fourth try being 
successful, especially from the eight. Grant Guther- 
ie's toe, which was accurate on nine of 14 field 
goal attempts for the season, was a surer thing 
from that distance. 

Finally, a team which had shone through a 
difficult season schedule, bad earned a trip to the 
Gator Bowl and had overcome a shaky first half 
to outplay the Nittany Lions in the second, didn't 
deserve a loss. This third reason, perhaps, tells 
the whole story. 

Amid all the confusion and din of football season, 
a small band of men has gone determinedly on its 
way about its own business, waiting for the time 
when a little of the limelight will shine on it. 

Coach Hugh Durham's quintet, of late more 
aptly termed "Hogan's Heroes," have sparkled on 
the hardwood this season as never before. 

A new running style of play has been the main- 
spring behind the basketball team's present 8-4 
record, but not to be overlooked are the per- 
formances of floor leader Jeff Hogan (averaging 
over 21 points a game in the past few contests), and 

the rebounding and point- making of Dave Cowens. 

Maybe now that football and exams are over, 
attention can be turned to the roundballers, who 
merit student support for their fine play. Who knows? 
FSU could be headed for the NIT this year.

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Freedom and 
Campus Security 

The incident in Smith Hall Tuesday night when 
the campus police illegally searched several rooms 
was probably the result of thoughtless action by the 
officers involved. That it was careless in no way 
mitigates the seriousness of the principles involved, 
which are the substance of our Constitutional rights. 

The prohibition against unreasonable searches and 
seizures was written by a people who had experi- 
enced repeated trespass by the Crown, and who were 
determined that liberty should be safeguarded. With- 
out protection of one's home from harassment, 
liberty becomes impossible as a practical matter. 

Most universities have a clause in their housing 
contract permitting inspections. This is done par- 
tially to protect themselves, and mostly for ad- 
ministrative convenience. FSU is no exception; 
however, legal authorities have pointed out that it 
is illegal to enter any premises without the oc- 
cupants' permission. 

It is to the great credit of the students and stu- 
dent government at FSU that the reaction to this 
trespass was so prompt and so well put. Had it not 
been, the campus police and others would have been 
encouraged to try the same thing again; a precedent 
would have been established. It is by just such lack 
of action that rights are lost, and that free men 
become less free. 



It is difficult to tell what is private and what is 
not in these electronic days. The vast erosion of 
personal privacy is itself compelling reason to take 
whatever measures are necessary to preserve what 
is left. 

At the very least, the Campus Security officers 

involved, as well as the Department of Campus 
Security, owe the men involved a formal, written 
apolc^. 



Further, the University administration should 

issue a statement regretting this action, and reit- 
erating as official university policy that the Con- 
stitutional rights of every individual on this campus 
will be respected. To do less is to leave in doubt 
what should never be necessary to question in the 
first place. 

That it is necessary, and that the campus police 
did feel free to violate Constitutional rights, is a 
sad fact. Eternal vigilance is the price of freedom.

For Walk-out 

MADISON. Wis.(aPS)— Thi«e 
University of Wisconsin studoits 
have been ejqpelled after walUng 
out of a bearing on ttaeir par- 
ticipation in dononstrations 
against Dow Chemical Company. 

The three walked out on the 
committee after fiUng their 
chairman, Law School Dean 
George Young a "flunky" of the 
administration. Young later an- 
nounced the expulsion. 

The expulsion was made in 
^ite of a federal court order 
enjoining the university from 
punishing students involved in the 
Oct. 18 protest, which has 
been one of the largest protests 
against war-related campus re- 
cruiting. However, the expul- 
sions were for walking out on the 
committee, not for tbe denx>n- 
stration Itself. 

About 200 students held a sit 
in at the administration building 
and another 200 held a rally, 
but student efforts to drum up 
opposition appear to be running 
into mid-term examinations and 
fear of another violent confront- 
ation with police, like the one 
Oct. 18 when police used clubs 
and teargas to disperse the dem- 
onstrators. 

One of the tliree students, Rob- 
ert Cohen, was earlier expected 
to face a hearing before the uni- 
versit> regents on whether he 
should lose his teaching asslst- 
antship because of his leaderahtp 
of the demonstration .

The psychology 
dept. recognizes ihe need for 
supplementing large lecture sec- 
tions with small discussion 
groups and routinely provides 
such experiences on. a voluntary 
basis. Thus to my point: out of a 
class of over 1, 000 students In 
Introductory Psychology during 
Quarter I, only several dozen 
"Inconvenienced" themselves in 
order to talce advantage of this 
opportunity. Other examples 
were cited by die panel members 
to illustrate die well -documanted 
fact of student apatliy at FSU. 

Subsequently, In dealing with 
how studants might display their 
concern and ttecome involved In 
acadendc Issues ( as dJs- 
rtngwtshwt from tbe largely Ir- 
relevant athletic and social 
issues).

to civil disobedience,

Last year's encounter ended wildly, 61-60 in the 
Tribe's favor, when Bill Glenn sank a free throw with 
time completely elapsed. FSU upset the Hurricanes 
in 1966, also, by hustling to a 69-67 finish. 

This season the Tribe no longer ranks as an 
underdog to the Canes. Both squads own 8-4 records, 
and FSU has forsaken tlie ^U-ball brand of play 
which produced low scores noted above. However, 
Miamishould figure to have a vivid and biting mem- 
ory of the last seasons' two losses here. Hence, 
they will be difficult to defeat. 

The 1967 battle was exactly that, a sad display 
of verbal and physical abuse, which was triggered 
by Miami's feeling that the officials were jobbing 
their players in foul-calling. We do not believe 
any unfairness existed, but Miami is likely to re- 
member its treatment here, and act accordingly. 
Exemplary performances by the officials and in 
particular, our fans, will do much to rid FSU of a 
rather sore-headed image it is projecting lately 
(Note- the Dec. 7 game versus U of F nearly ended 
in a swii^-out). Boxing is not a varsity sport at 
FSU. 

The recent success of Hugh Diarham's cage squad 
appears to lie in his intelligent deployment of each 
player. The exclusive use of a 1-3-1 offense sta- 
tions Jeff Hogan as the single guard and allows 
him to call each play, a role he seems to relish. 
Hogan's position on the "point" frees slick-handed 
Darrel Stewart for cut-and-run driving layups. 

The ominous presence of Dave Cowens (his 17 
rebounds per game rank among the country's top 
twenty boardsweepers) under the basket permits 
Dick Danford to exercise a talent for the 10-15 
foot soft shot and gives the 6-10 senior a clear 
lane to defensive reboundii^. Danford is a better 
operator on both ends this season, a chief reason 
why FSU is now out-rebounding most of its oppon- 
ents. The trio of Cowens, Danfoird. and Jan Gies 
forges a potent front line of jumpers. 

This is not an exceptionally fast team, and it 
is capable of am occasional gaffe in ballhandling, 
but team precision is vastly improved from the Ga- 
tor game of last month. 

Durham's team is currently making hay on the 
stren^ of rebounding, smooth timing, accurate 
shooting, and the defensive gems of wily Stewart. 
The team is running and gunning enough to com- 
pensate for its somewhat sporadic defense. 

The men will execute a bun^e every now and 
then, and may even knock over a cheerleader, but 
they are good enough to bury errors with swift 
scoring. Nine games remain in TuUy, and we should 
win many of them.

Let US V\«lo Vow 
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Campuses Cannot 
Ignore Vietnam War 

(ACP) — No can^us, however provincial ordinarily, has been 
able to shut itself off from the dialogue over the war in Vietnam. 

An issue of such force, such immediacy, has not hit the can^His 
since the civil rights upheaval of 1964. And the can:5)us Is re- 
acting, with a fervor unequaled in this generation. 

While the dissenters are still relatively few, they seem to have 
given a war-and-peace orientation to the entire campus. 

The forms of dissent are as diverse as the campuses themselves: 

High above the Southern Methodist University campus in Dallas, 
a former student held a silent vigil atop a flagpole. His sign read: 
"200 men died because five refused to be drafted "" 

It referred, not ro Vietnam, but 



to a World War II incident in 
which five Negroes who refused 
to be drafted set off a riot in 
Colfax, La., which resulted in the 
lynching of 200 Negroes. But had 
there not been a Vietnam, and the 
resultant war consciousness, his 
ire might not have been aroused. 

It mattered not, he was quoted 
as saying in the SMU Campus, 
that the incident occurred 20 years 
ago. "The first person who talk- 
ed to me while I was picketing 
told me I shouldn't be making 
trouole about something that hap- 
pened 20 years ago" he said.' 
"Then in the next breath he told 
me that people who refused to 
be drafted oi^t to be hanged any- 
way." 

"The draft is not the issue 
I am concerned with," he said. 
"It's the fact that people who 
refused to be drafted could be 
hanged in this country. They 
should be ready to go to Jail 
since that's the law, but not 
die." 

Near the University of North 
Carolina's Chapel Hill campus, 
students are exposed every Wed- 
nesday to a long line of silent 
protesters. Among them one day 
last month was an 84-year-old 
retired Episcopal priest, who had 
been part of the vigil nearly every 
week since January because, he 



told a Daily Tar- Heel report- 
er, "1 want peace for my 

children." 

"We don't want to push our- 
selves on an\one, that's why 
we're silent," he said. "We just 
want to make our views known." 

At the University of Minnes- 
sota. student war dissenters 
gained control of the Democra- 
tic-Farmer Labor Club in Min- 
neapolis' Sixth Ward by being 
elected to the top three posts. 
The Ward includes the Univer- 
sity's West Bank campus. 

It asked for revisedprovisions 
for conscientious cbjectcrs "so 
that objection to war in general 
or to any particular war on phil- 
osophical and political as well as 
religious grounds has the protec- 
tion of law," Present CO pro- 
visions allow only for objection 
to all wars on religious grounds— 
i.e., they require a belief in a 
siqjreme being or something in 
one's life which takes the place 
of a supreme being. (And in real- 
ity, few, if any, si^stitutes prove 
acceptable.) 
The Wesley Foundation at the 
University of North Carolina has 
started a program called "The 
Alternative of Conscientious Ob- 
jection" to explain how to become 
a CO, the Daily Tar Heel re- 
ported.

This 
would make the most efficient use 
of the fund& available, but would 
eliminate courses which would 
be of use to only five or six 
students during the term. 

Enrollment Freeze 

Another serious effect of the 

cutback may be felt next fall, 
when FSU may be forced to freeze 
enrollment at theSeptember^l967, 
level. 

Chalmers explained that with- 
out adequate funds, needed new 
faculty positions could not be fill- 
ed, and growth in enrollment 
could not be contemplated. 

This would eliminate a yearly 
increase of 900 to 1,000 students 
who have graduated from junior 
colleges, and 500 students on the 
graduate level. 

Research grants from non- 
State sources may also have to 
be refused in the future If funds 
for expansion-are not made avail- 
able. Chalmers explained that at 
the present tinie, the University 
is operating almost at capacity, 
and neither new students nor new 
researdi projects can be added 
until support from state funds 
is increased. 

He also said that if more funds 
are made available, firstpriorlty 
would have to be given to Increas- 
ing enrollment, since the Univer- 
sity's first obligation is to stu- 
dents, rather than to research.

Peace Corps 
Recruits Down 

Two FSU graduates who have 
served in the Peace Corps, and 
Lou .Mitchell, Deputy Director of 
NANESA { North Africa, Near 
East and South Africa) are among 
the five representatives recruit- 
ing on campus this week. 

Mitchell explained that re- 
cruiting for the Peace Corps is 
perhaps "30 to 40 per cent be- 
hind its need because of Peace 
Corps' mistaken association with 
"The Establishmeni" ( Vietnam 
and the Johnson .Administration) 

Vblunteers with teaching and 
nursing skills are desperately 
needed and can "jusc about pick 
countries they wish to serve in." 

The Peace Corps presendy has 
volunteers in 57 countries. 

"In the past, the Peace Corps 
has had the reputation of being 
an agency doing good works over- 
seas, but various universities and 
educators are beginning to rea- 
lize that the Peace Corps is also 
a basic learning experience for 
individual volunteers," Mitchell 
said. . 
■ The volunteers are recruiting 
in Room 247 Union. Students may 
qjply for the Peace Corps and 
take the modem language apti- 
tude test ( 30 minutes). 



universities. FSU was able to 
avoid this partly through a five 
percent cutback in all depart- 
ments of the Universjfv. 

The universities hope to have 
the special session of the legis- 
lature restore the original budget 
recommendations of the joint 
House-Senate committee. This 
amounts to proximately 10 per 
cent above the current operating 
budget. Chalmers said that this 
restoration would allow the Uni- 
versity to continue growing at its 
present rate on the graduate and 
junior-senior level, but would 
not allow for development of new 
programs. It would meet the 
needs at the present level. 

Major Proqram Needed 

Another hope for the special 

session is the reconunendation of 
a major building construction 
program. To meet the projected 
University growth by 1971, ac- 
cording to Chalmers, would re- 
quire nearly $50 million in funds 
almost immediately, a figure 
which could not conceivably be 
granted by the legislature. He 
explained that a bond issue or 
other major program would be 
needed to meet this need. 

Quality or Quantity ? 

"Unlike the elementary, sec- 
ondwy schools and junior col- 
leges, which are required to ac- 
cept all ifiplicants. the univer- 
sities have to make a decision," 
Chalmers continued. "We can 
either accept all aiiplicants and 
have the quality of the Univ«r- 
slty go down, or refuse to grow 
in order to maintain quality." 
He e^qplalned that if it becomes 
necessary to choose one of these 
alternatives, it would be the lat- 
ter, since a loss in quality would 
take a long time to restore, while 
a cutback in enrollment could be 
remedied immediately vb&i fur- 
ther funds are avaii^le. 

He added that the main ob- 
ligation of FSU now is to junior 
college graduates and graduate 
students, who have no odier pub- 
lic institutions open to tbem.

Faircloth Speaks Out 
On Organized Crime 



The problem of organized 
crime In Florida and throughout 
the United Slates was the central 
topic of Florida Attorney General 
Earl Fairdoth's speech at the 
first monthly Law Sdwolbanqua 
here last Hiesday.

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Editorials Get 
Things Done 

Editor's note: The following is an editorial col- 
umn written by Eugene Patterson, editor of the 
Atlanta Constitution and 1967 Pulitzer Prize winner. 
The column was written for National Newspaper 
Week, October 8-14, 1967. 

Newspaper editorials get things done. At times, 
I've wondered what. By now, I think I know. 

They get people to think. 

They may think the editor is an idiot. The 
Atlanta Constitution is rich with readers who hold 
that opinion. In order to arrive at it, however, 
they must (1) read his unsatisfactory argument, 
and then (2) justify their own. This is a painful 
experience on both counts, which may account 
for the soreness they exhibit in letters to the edi- 
tor. But they have had to think about the subject 
And the longer I live, the more 1 believe the 
value of an editorial is not so much to carry the 
day, to convince everybody, or to comfort the good 
and convert the evil. 

To achieve those goals the average editor would 

have to be a lot smarter than he is. 

The true and lasting value lies in sjettin^ peo- 
ple to think for themselves, to talk and to argue, 
and finally to decide whatever they want to de- 
cide. The process of thought may have adjusted 
their decision some small distance toward the 
side of right, whatever that is. 

"I guess a man's job," William Percy's father 
told him, "is to make the world a better place 
to live in, so far as he is able — always re- 
membering the results will be infinitesimal— 
and to attend to his own soul." 

An editorial is, of itself, no better than the in- 
centive it provides the reader to attend to his 
own soul, 1 think. Whether the editorial opinion 
itself is accepted is secondary to that. The 
people will find their own way when they think. 

The race issue in the South was editorially 
muffled for many years. The primary contri- 
bution of editors like Hodding Carter and Ralph 
McGill and Lenoir Chambers lay not so much in 
convincii^ all Southerners that segregation was 
wrong; they obviously failed, if that was their pur- 
pose. Primarily, they encouraged people to talk 
about it— to break the muffling silence, to stop 
fearing discussion of it, to speak the unspeakable 
and think the unthinkable, and to realize it was 
a subject they could argue. 

This breaking of silent fear, this beginning of 
talking and thinking, is the goal an editor shoots 
for in a frozen situation where minds have ceased 
to question. The editorial doesn't have to be 
right. But it does get things done. 
It gets the people to think.

CGS G)uncil 
Takes Action 

WASHINGTON (CPS) -- The 
Council of Graduate Schoi ls. 
(CGS) , which represents 262 
graduate institutions across the 
country, has attacked Congress 
for cuning back fellowship funds 
and criticized the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare 
for attenq}ting to collea racial 
data from coUeges and univer- 
sities. 

The council took the action 
during its annual meeting here 
last weekend, which was attended 
by nearly 400 graduate school 

officials. 

The number of fellowsh^s 
available under the National De- 
fense Education Act will drop 
from 6,000 this \ear to 3,400 
next. The Natiunal Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, which 
jWrirJed 1,335 fellowships in 
1966, has had its oro^am cut 
enrlrel>. Fellowship funds for 
the National Endowment for the 
Humanities have been cut from 
$7 million to $3.75 million. 

In its resolution, the CGS said 
that It "observes with sincere 
alarm the drastic decrease in 
funding of these indispensable 
programs and urges the Con- 
gress to provide funding atpres- 
ently authorized levels." 

In Its resolution on HEWs 
program for gathering raci:il 
data, the Council took the posi- 
tion that deciding what race stu- 
dents belong to is an inexact pro- 
cess, and that it can lead to the 
"offensive practice of interview- 
ing students regarding racial ori- 
gin."

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Vietnam: How Did We Get T

As the elealon year of 1968 
begins, and the thoughts of those 
in Washington and the country at 
large turn more and more to 
the "first TUesday after the sec- 
ond Monday in November," the 
Vietnamese war looms as a for- 
eign pollc> issue rarely has. 

Most Americans only go back 
as far as World War II, and 
their memories of that war are 
a grand, sweeping panorama of 
unified national effort in the "war 
to end wars;" it is a picture 
that was a bit fuzzy around the 
edges even then to the well in- 
formed. The Korean War offered 
a single "put up or slnit i^" 
test of the kbid familiar to every 
American poker player, anddiere 
are those who say that poker 
rather than baseball, is our na- 
tional gamr. 

The Korean war marics a wa- 
tershed. It was the first time in 
our modem history that we 
stopped a war short of a vic- 
torious conclusion; it alsomaxics 
diecomlngof age of the Amer- 
ican public to the limitations and 
re^nsibilities of world power. 

The Vietnamese war has en- 
gendered and exacerbated the 
greatest divisions our society- 
has felt since the dust settled 
at Appomattox in 1865. Many 
feel that the issues raised, and 
the rents in the body politic, 
are as fundamental as those of 
the Revolutionary War. By any 
standard, diey run deep; The 
Vietnamese war is testing the 
United States to the core of its 
being In a way that World War 
I and World War II never did. 

The questions of how we ar- 
rived at this pass--or impasse-- 
and why, need to be answered; 
likewise, the questions of where 
we go from here and how we get 
there need to be answered. This 
essay is an attempt to answer 
what can be, and to clarify what 
cannot. 

Vietnam: the Background 

We begin, as we must, at the 
beginning: in the past several 
centuries, the area we call Viet- 
nam has been overrun by many 
conquerors: the Chinese, sev- 
eral times; the Khmers; the 
Thais, who came in contaa with 
the most recent conquerors: die 
French. 

In these centuries the land has 
never known peace for more than 
a generation. The Vietnamese 
must be classed as one of the 
most freedom-loving peoples on 
earth forthey have fou^t every 
invader until they have again been 
ruled by other Vietnamese. 

As one consequence of that long 
history of oppression, the Viet- 
namese have an Innate distrust 
of the Chinese; as another, they 
view all foreigners as out to 
exploit them in some way, what- 
ever their professed Intentions. 




The Twenties 

The modem Vietnamese inde- 
pendence movement began at the 
end of World War I, when the 
British and French reiterated 
the pious homilies of Woodrow 
Wilson, who was so naive as to 
believe both himself and theBrii- 
ish and French. It was a naivete 
shared by the inhabitants of many 
colonial countries, as well as 
the European minorities. They 
should have studied tbelr BWt- 
ish, and especially Aeir French, 
^tory. WhUe traces of moral 
on. as distinct £tx)m noble 



Whitehall, the shield of France 
has never been sulllea by the 
faintest ti.nge of morality. 

The man we call Ho Chi Mlnh 
was present in the Paris of the 
early twenties, where he learned 
for the first tlmejustwhatFrench 
promises are worth. For him, it 
was the beginning of a long dls- 
illusiomnent at the hands of the 
West. 

The Thirties 

In the Thirties, before World 
War II convulsedthe {^olie. South- 
east Asia presented a tranquil 
picture to the armchair strate- 
gists in Whitehall and the Qua! 
d' Orsay. There were some stir- 
rings about independence in India, 
but the leaders wereinqprisoned, 
and that was that. 

In Indochina, the French clap- 
ped su^ected revolutionaries in 
prison before they could stir up 
trouble, including both Ho Chi 
Minh and \fo Nguyen Glap, gen- 
eralissimo of North Met Nam, 
whose wife died of maltreatment 
in a French prison. 

It is important to reall^^e that 
virtually all of the leaders of 
North Vietnam spent long years 
in the wretched French colonial 
prisons, and many had relatives 
who died from abuse there. These 
personal experiences obvlousl> 
color their thinlcing about the 
West; and, like many, they tend 
to see all Western powers as 
alike. 

In the Thirties, China lay 
prostrate, convulsedb;, civil war, 
and by the Japanese invasion. 
Russia exerted no effective power 
in the Far East, as she struggled 
to build enough power to feel 
secure; her sole effort was to 
maintain a defensive posture 
against the Japanese along the 
Amur River between Manchuria 
and Siberia. That same border 
must still be heavily manned, 
now against the Chinese; it is 
an ironic source of frustration 
to .Moscow. 

From the colonial countries' 
point of view, the sole glimmer 
of hope in Asia was the United 
States, which had handed the 
Phll%ines provisional li]dQ>en- 
dence in 1^5. to become final 
in 10 years. 

World War II 



In 1940 and 1941, the West 
suffered the most devastating 
blows in Its modem history, 
which were to speU the end of 
European domination of Asia. 
The heretical idea that Asians 
could compete on equal terms 
with European white men h ad f i r st 
appeared in 1905. when the Japan- 
ese destroyed the Russian navy 
at the battle of Tfeu Shima Strait, 
where two Russian fleets went 
down in little more than an hour 
with no damage to the Japanese. 
( That war, too. was begun wiA- 
out warning.) 

In 1940, France was crushed 
in one battle, losing all elective 
powers of resistance in the 
twenty-one days trom the Germ a n 
invasion to Dunklrt. The Ja- 
panese promptly demanded and 
received bases in Indochina. 

In 1941, Che Jt^janese destruc- 
tion of the United States Navy 
at Peail Harbor and the Phllli- 
pines, with Britain embroiled in 
Europe, removed the last support 
for European jwwer In Asia. 
The Inevltabledenouncementcame 
at the surrender of Singapore, 
when tbat supposedly impreg- 
nable bastion fell with ridiculous 
ease and 72fiOO men marched off 



that, the myth of European su- 
periority was irratrlevablybro- 
ken. 

Simultaneously, the under- 
ground war bega.n. The Etitlsh 
and French promised indepen- 
dence after the war in return 
for underground warfare, an ex- 
ample of true magnanimity that. 
In dandi's words "Is a post- 
dated checK on a bank that is 
already falling." 

The United States siqiplied 
most of the weqx>ns, including 
those fumia^ H) Chi Minh 
for use against the J^anese. 
President Roosevelt felt strong- 
ly, and e^^ressed often on paper, 
Aat the French, whose colonial 
ideas seem best typified by Dev- 
il's Island, should not be al- 
lowed to re-establish themselves 
after the war. Hie French made 
the required promises grudging- 
ly, but with a formal graclous- 
ness. as they have a habit of 
doing when they liave no choice. 

At the end of World War II, 
the extent of the damage to Europe 
was not immedlatel) apparent. 
In 1945, for example, Britain 
Still had foreign exclnange reser- 
ves, and the damage to metro- 
politan France seemed more 
spectacular than fatal. The Brit- 
ish Labor government, assessing 
the situario.i in I.iJia with de- 
tachnie.^: s_.v -h-ii they could 
not hope to retamb main's for- 
mer positio.T for ver^ long, and 
so granted independence within 
the Commonwealth, making tte 
best - f 1 } thing. 

Haiphong to Dien 
Bien Phu: 8 Years 

Ihe worth of French promises 
was demonstrated again in 1949 
when tlie French Navy Iximbard- 
ed Haiphong harbor to announce 
their retinm. Hie Uiited States 
was insufficiently firm in re- 
straining Paris bodi because of 
governmental disorganization as 
a conseqiuence of Roosevelt's 
death and die rapid and some- 
what chaotic dismantling of its 
mllltarv oower. 
The French paid a heavy price 
in money and blood for their 
selfish and incredibly short- 
sighted attempt to reestablish 
themselves as colonial overlords 
in Indochina. By their conduct, 
they had lost vrtiat little con- 
fidence and affeaion the Viet- 
namese had had for them. They 
prompdy proceeded to make a 
bad situation worse by a series 
of strategic and tactical militar> 
blimders paralleled onl\ by those 
of 1940. 

With Marshall plan aid, it be- 
came possible for the French to 
maintaii large militan forces in 
Indochina and Algeria. This abil- 
ity was very markedly increased 
by the profusion of US military 
aid which followed the post war 
division of the Western world into 
communist and anti- communist 
sectors. .Asia remained an area 
of uncertainty, where Russia sup- 
ported Chaing Kai-Shek until Mao 
was overwhelmingly victorious. 

The significance of Mao Tse 
Tung's victory In China in 1949 
was lost on the French, who did 
not perceive that the undergrrjund 
nowhad a source of supply and 
training which they had previous- 
ly lacked. The French continued 
in a state of bliss not even in- 
terrupted by the Korean War, 
while they continued to lose 
ground to the insurgents. The 
French high command attached 
no importance to loss of the 
country along the Chinese bor- 
der with Its crucial supply routes, 
nor did they appreciate the ' 
ominous significance of the end 



then, the Viet Mlnh were well 
supplied with American weapons 
captured in Karea and passed 

along. 

Dien Bien Phu 

France, as bankrupt pollticalh 
as financially, now proceeded 
toward its demise with blind 
arrogance, as diey simul- 
taneously began maneuvering for 
negotiations and studying maps 
of a place called Dien Bien Phu. 

The French aim in setting up 
the so-called bastion at Dien iten 
Phu was both strategic and tac- 
tical. Ihe immediate tactical aim 
was to counter a Met Minh thrust 
toward Laos. The long range 
strategic aim was to set up a 
strong point tiie Vietn Minh would 
have to attack and to break them 
against it. The plar. was doubly 
attractive because U would also 
give the French theinitlativefor 
the first time in eight years. 

General Navarre, the newly 
arrived French coinmander, felt 
no qualms because the same thing 
had already been tried on a 
smaller scale. What the French 
ignored were fatal disadvantages 
of terrain. Any .-Vmerican school 
child who has played cowboys 
and Indians could have told the 
French that locating a fort in 
a valley surrounded by steep 
hills is a very poor idea. A 
truth he leamed.at Custer'sLast 
Stand. 

Ibe initial blunder was wor- 
sened when the French assumed 
that the Viet Mlnh would fight 
the war their way. ignoring eight 
years' esperienoe. Fremli In- 
tdligenoe assured die hiffi com- 
mand that die Viet Minh could 
never bring up artillery; that 
they could never sustain enough 
men to beseige Dien Bien Phu. 
As a capstone on their pyramid 
of errors, they placed a cavalry- 
man in charge of an underground 
fortress. 

From the beginning, ttie French 
position was hopeless. When :t;e . 
wanted to drop supplies. thc> 
simpl> rounded up every air- 
craft In Vietnam, thereby tell- 
ing the V iet Minh what was com- 
ing. They were never able to 
deliver more than a fraction of 
their own estimates of si^jply 
requirements. i-;ven small artil- 
lery would render the IJien Bien 
Phu airfield unusable, yet the 
nearest alternative was Hanoi, 
200 miles away; iJien Bien Phu 
itself was surrounded by moun- 
tains and Viet Mlnh. 

The whole situation of Ulen 
Bien Phu was strangely re mi lu s - 
cent of General Braddock 's l.Iur:- 
ders in the French and Ir Jian 
War, two centuries earlier. 
There, the French had fought 
as guerillas and defeated the 
British regulars. At Dien Bien 
Phu, the shoe was on die other 
foot. 

As the Met Mlnh moved toward 
their inevitable victory in Indo- 
china, the opening of negotiations 
at Geneva moved closer. The 
French, desperate to lirqjrove 
their bargaining position, sought 
help from the United States. Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dul- 
les was more than willing, and 
Admiral Radford, then Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, or- 
dered contingency preparations. 
President Eisenhower, having 
settled one war. was not anxious 
to get Into another, and called 
in Congressional leaders to dis- 
cuss die situation with them be- 
fore authorizing any action. 

Lyndon Johnson, then Senate 
Majority Leader, refused to go 
along with, any American action 
to save Dien Bien Phu. Thus, 
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Dien Bien Phu fell as the Gen- 
eva negotiations opened, and the 
French really had little left to 
negotiate. Under strong pressure 
from Moscow, Uncle Ho and the 
Viet Min settled for Viet-Nam 
Nbnh of the 17th parallel in a 
treaty to which the United States 
is not a party. Most Americans 
are unaware that this settlement 
required them to actually give up 
territory they controlled at the 
time. Elections to decide the fu- 
ture were to be held in 1936, 
two years after the treaty was 
ME^r.ed. to ri.-o;;!e 'he fiiiure of 
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These elections were never 
reld. From North Met Nam's 
! uf view, this was one more 
e fhdr they had been cheated 
'Western promises. In addi- 
the loss of the South and 
refusal to trade cost North 
etnani over two hundered 
fhousand tons of rice a year, 
mich hun. 

■\!nerlcans can better under- 
[stand Nr.rth Vietnam's reluctance 
'0 negotiate if they recall that 
a^ter World War I. In World

and ,u Geneva, Uncle Ho was 
teold df.v.- ,1,,- river h\- rhe West.

Hanoi to negotiate away part of 
what it had in 1954 can only 
mitigate Russian pressure to ne- 
gotiate today. From Hanoi's 
viewpoint, negotiations only mean 
giving up something they already 
have, ar;d startinK ail over again. 

The must important Implica- 
tion of IJien Bien Phu was the 
proof that a small Asian country, 
fighting on its home ground, could 
defeat a Western power, despite 
all .5 resources of money, men 
and modern technology . Uien Bien 
J-'hu seemed to confirm Mao Tse 
Tung's theories '.f revolutionan 
war, and thus to bode ill for the 
West. That this theory has now 
crumbled before the much more 
sophisticated American approach 
and from its inherent fallacies 
oould not be foreseen attlietime. 

The Eisenhower Years 

During President Eisen- 
hower's term of office, events 
of transcendent importance for 
future of the Vietnamese war 
took place, both In \telnam and 
elsewhere. 

The first of these occured be- 
for the fall of Uien Bien Phu, 
when President Lisenhower de- 
cided not to intervene in Viet 
Nam, despite an approving mem- 
orandum from the National Se- 
curity Council and the pleas of 
the French. This decision meant 
die end of Western power in all 
of Indochina. According to the 
domino theon. the fall of Viet- 
nam ultimately means the fall 
of Thailand, Malaysia and Sing- 
apon. with their Immense stra- 
tegic significance. 

The second important event 
was the rise to power of Ngo 
Dinh Diem. This Vietnamese 
aristocrat, who lived in self- 
Irtnwsed exUe for seventeen 
years rather than fight with the 
masses, had risen to be Gov- 
ernor of Fhan Thlet province 
under the Frendi. In 1950. in 
Tokyo, he met a Michigan State 
professor who arranged for him to 
come to the United States. 

In this country, Diem attracted 
the support of *e CathoUc 
church through his brother, at 
that time a bishop. The Catholic 
Church has been a persistent 
meddler in the political affairs 
of countries i. which it resides. 
Diem's guardian angel, Francis 
Cardinal Spell' an, was a med- 
dler par exce. ^nce. 

President Ei enhower was not 
particularly sy:.-natheric to 
Diem; he n. ;ogn..-ed H) 
Chi Minh's populi. .-it> . and he was 
opposed to the idea of install- 
ing an alternative that was neither 
democratic nor likely to succeed 
General Eisenhower reckoned 
without the.politicians, however. 

Cardinal SpeUman flew to Sai- 
eon to personally deliver a check 
from the Catholic Relief Agency; 
he praised Diem before an Anier- 
ican Legion convention: and he 
called Joe Kennedy. With the sup- 
port of the Kennedys, the Aiiier- 
ican Catholic hierarchy, and giv- 
en die and-oonimunist sentiment 
prevalent at the time. American 
suppon of Diem was assured. 

TTie third event of transcendent 
imJS^a took place as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower left office. At 
that time, he warned his coun- 
trymen of two dangers: Involve- 
ment in a land war in Asia and 
TbewareofanaUiancebewe^ 
the defense establishment andtts 
supporting industry. His warn 
ines were not heeded. 

^When President Eiserdiower 
left office, the United States 
military forces in Vietnamjo- 
taled 685 men; there existed no 
commitment. express or^- 



in South Vietnam; and three- 
fourths of American aid to South 

Wetnam was economic aid. 

The Kennedy Years 

Under the Kennedy administra- 
tion. American policy toward 
Vietnam changed relatively little 
despite the Kennedy role in 
setting up Uiem. .^s mig^it beex- 
pected, the Kennedy admlnlOTa- 
tion defended Diem evenwhenhls 
totalitarian measures became 
obvious, saying that these were 
temporary. Perhaps more im- 
portant, the Kennedy regime fur- 
thered the myth they had done 
so much to create, when Diem 
came to power by claiming 
that he had beo; le unpopular 
only toward the end. The only 
\merican administration which 
has admitted thatDiem was never 
popular, and always totalitarian, 
is the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. 

As the situation in Vietnam 
continued Its- accelerating de- 
cline, the Kennedy administra- 
tion steadUy increased the level 
of American aid. especially mil- 
itary aid. They also began to in- 
crease the number of mUitary 
advisors, who became increas- 
ingly involved in combat opera- 
tions- . , 

Despite a wealth of si^posed- 

ly informed observers on die 
scene, despite correspondaits 
reports from Saigon, the Ken- 
nedy regime chose to beUeve 
South Vietnamese propaganda, 
and to blind itself to die grim 
realities of the situation. 

On Oct. 2, 1963, die White 
House released a statement which 
said in part: "3. Major US 
assistance in suppon of this 
military effort is needed only 
until the insurgency has been sup- 
nressed or untU the national 
^curity forces of the governtiieni 
of Soudi Vietnam are enable ol 
suppressing it. 

Secretary Md>emara and Gen- 
eral Taylor reported their judg- 
ment that the major part of the 
US mUitary task "n ':omple - 
ed by the end of ^965 , ,. by 
die end of this year ( 1963) . . 
1000 US mUitary personnel as- 
signed to South Met-Nbm can 
be witiidrawn." 

This then, was the situation 
when President Kennedy was as- 
sassinated: gready increased A- 
merican aid. many more Amer- 
ican military advisors, who were 
increasingly involved in coi , oat 
operations. There was never, 
however, any suggestion diat the 
United States uke any respon- 
sibility for combat, or forthe ul- 
timate success of *f • 
military personnel in South Viet- 
i were offldaUy instructors 
and observers, no more, mat 
role was to change. 

The Johnson Years: 
Escalating Frustration 

President Johson had not been 
long in office when he began 
doing the very thing Elsenhower 
and Kennedy had been Cf^^f, 
not to do: involving die United 
States directly as 
thereby destroying the ess«tlal 
of international relations: Qex- 

''"in New York on April 20, 1964, 
Johnson said that failure to de- 
feat the communists in Vietnam 
would "reflect on our honor as 
a nation, would undermine worid- 
wide confidence In our courage

First. America keeps her 
woid...On the point chat America 
keeps her word, we are stead- 
fast In a policy which has been 
followed forten years tatbree 
administratlms... 

In the case of Vlet-Nam, our 
commitment: today is just the 
same as the commitment: made 
by President Elsoihower in 

By August. 1964, it would be 
morally unthinkable" lodoetlier- 
wlse in VlMauun; In AfHril 1965. 
this would be an ••Urforgtvable 

wrong." 
1 here are two basic errors in 

these statements: Tlie first is 
that pragmatism, rather than 
morality, is the only basis for 
international relations. It has 
been said that politics is the art 
of the possible; that remark ap- 
plies equally to international po- 
litics. No other nation has ever 
attemoted to conduct its affairs 
un any basis besides simple self- 
interest Consequently, other na- 
tions neither understand nor trust 
protestations of morality as the 
basis for International set- 
tlements; instead, tjeylook for 
the trap. 

The second error is founded 
in President Johnson's statement 
of June 2. Neither Eisenhower 
nor Kennedy followed the poli- 
cy that Johnson imputed to A«n. 
Their statements follow: 

President Eisenhower's " 
committment' of 1954 in his let- 
ter to Diem; " We have been 
exploring ways and means to 
permit our aid to Vietnam to be 
mote effective and to make a 
greater contribution to the wel- 
fare and stability of the Govern- 
ment of Vlet-Nam. I am, acc- 
ordingly. Instructing the Amer- 
ican Amiassador to Vietnam to 
examine with you in your capa- 
city as Chief of Government, how 
an intelligeot program ol Amer- 
ican aid givTO directly to your 
Government, can serve to assist 
Vietnam in its preMOt hour of 
trial, provided that your Govern- 
ment Is prepared to gi^as- 
surances as to die standards of 
performance it would be aUe te 
maintahi to the event such aid 
were supplied. 

The purpose of this oOer 
Is to assist the Government of 
Vietnam in developing and main- 
taining a strong, viable state, 
capable of reslstlr.g attempted 
subversion or aggression through 
military means. The Government 
of the United States expects that 
this aid will be met by perfor- 
mance on the part of the Govern- 
ment of Vietnam In undertaking 
needed reforms. It hopes that 
such aid, combined with your 
own continuing efforts, will con- 
tribute effectively toward an In- 
dependent Vietnam endowed with 
a strong government. Such a 
govemmient would, I hope, be 
so responsive to the nationalist 
aspirations of its people, so en- 
lightened In purpose and effective 
In performance, that it will be 
respected both at home and 
abroad and discourage anyone 
who might wish to impose a 
foreign ideology on your free 
people." 

It would be difficult, in this 
tmtttive, cautiously phrased 
opening to negotiations and state- 
ment d hopes, to find a commit- 
ment to spend thousands of lives 
and billions of dollars in Viet- 
nam. This is especially so since 
the hopes have proved so false. 
So much for the so-called 
"cwnmltment" made by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 



the Vietnamese war, as well M 
his personal view, on Sept. 2, 
1963. shortly before his assas- 
sination. In an interview with 
Walter Cronkite, he said," idont 
think that unless a greater effort 
is made by the government to 
win popular suppon that the war 
can be won out there. In the final 
analysis, it is their war. They are 
the ones who have to win it or 
lose it. We can help them, we 
can give them equipment, we can 
send our men out there as ad- 
visors, but thev have to win it~ 
the people of Vietnam— against 
die Communists. We are pre- 
pared to continue to assist them, 
but 1 don't think diat the war can 
be won unless the people support 
die effon, and, in my opinion, 
in the Itst two months the 
government has gotten out of 
touch with the people." 

This statement can hardly be 
taken to indicate a commitment . 
to fight a war against the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnam on be- 
MU of the Saigon government. 



Why? 

At thl s writing, we have 600,000 
men in Vietnam. Last year, 
15.000 men died. The true cost 
of the war in dollars will prob- 
ablv never be known, at least 
partially because it is deliberate- 
ly concealed in Pentagon budgets. 
These however, are small costs; 
the real costs are at home. 

N) one can say that the riots 
in our cities would not have oc- 
cured if Vietnam were still a 
strange name to most Americans. 
One can say with certainty that 
the tensions are worse because 
of Vietnam, that this has exacer- 
bated the situation. 

The American people, and the 
world have never been given a 
coherent, consistent reason for 
oiu: war in Vietnam. We say we 
are fighting for the freedom of 
South Vietnam; obviously, we 
care more about it than they do. 

We do have a national interest 
in Vietnam. If Vietnam falls to 
die communists, pressure on 
Thailand will be increased en- 
ormously, andlhailand, with Ma- 
laysia and Burma, comprises the 
Isthmus of Rra. This Isdimus, 
with Singapore at its tip, is rldl 
In rul>ber aid tin, and it domin- 
ates the Straits of Malacca, 
throu^ which mudi of the 
world's trade passes. Across 
that strait lies Indonesia, fali- 
ulously rich in oil and odier 
natural resources. 

Meanwhile, we make fo^ 
statements, and we drive tlie 
North Vietnamese, who hate the 
Chinese, into their arms. There 

ire several hundred thousand 
Chinese in Nbrth V4etnam now. 

And that is sonMliing to think 

about .

Tanner Offers Apology for Search 



Ar, : fficial apolog)' was offered 
jesterday to residents of Smith 
Hall whose rooms were Illegally 
searched by Campus Security 
ratrolmenlast nwdc. 

•'.il!iam Tanner, chle' of Cam- 
irity, delivered i state- 
Student Senate at their 
regular session Wednesday af- 
ternoon. Hs expressed his deep 
"egret over the occurence of 
e incident, saying that it was 
"^nny good job of botchtag 
ngs up," and "when we goof, 
>f really goof." 

Tanner also explained the cir- 
ita"ces and rnisjudgments 
the inciaent. and 
L . .t disciplinary ac- 
taken against this of- 
ers involved. 

Hie search occured on ■ht 

jht of Tuesday, Jan. 9. Three 
-'~V^s patrolmen discovered 

e of their helmets was miss- 
ing after they finished eating din- 
er. Later that evening, the of- 

e received an anonymous call 

it a boy "named LX)ug in Smith 
Hall" had the helmet. At 11:45 
P-m., the three officers went 
toSr.ith Hall. They entered two 
rooms on the fourth floor then 
liegaR a search of a room on the 
fifth floor. 

"fte resident of this room said 
the officer."; walked in and with- 
out explar.,::r □ began searching 
Cicinets, laundry hampers, and 
beds. When a Smith IHUl AC 
entered the room and asked one 
of the officers what was going 
on, the officer pushed blm out 
of the way, saying also that no 
search warrant was needed. 

In re-c^lng the incident, 
"-nlef Tanner said diat the man- 
ner of approach of the officers 
*as completely wrong. He said 
*e searches, Aough Ulegal, 
could possibly havebeenhndled, 
out the eventt that followed were 
Indefensible. 

Tanner explained that the of- 



ficers wre unaware of their 
search rights, since popular 
opinion seems to be that the 
housing contract gives the right 
of search. Actual^ , he explained 
there areonly three justifications 
for search: with .1 warrant, in 
conjunction with a local arrest, 
or with consent of occupant. 

In regard to the physical vio- 
lation of the AC, Tanner said 
that the only time physical con- 
UCt may be used by an tfficer 
is to protect himself, to give 
aid or to make an arrest. 

In r^ard to the punishment 
of the officers. Tanner said that 
one officer resigned because of 
the incident. A second has now 



resigned from the force; how- 
ever, his resignation had been 
submitted and considered before 
die incident, so he did receive 
a sevare reprimand. The third 
officer is still on the force, but 
was reprimanded and will be 
delayed in advancem«it and 
raises. 

Tanner said he could give no 
absolute guarantee against fiiture 
incidents, "since Ae ofQcers 
are human." However, to cut 
down on the chances of inci- 
dents, the security officers are 
receiving refresher couorses in 
police procedure, widi an em- 
phasis on human rdations and 

rights.

Speaking of the proposed ref- 
erendum. Student Body President 
Gene Steams said that "Quite 
honestly, most of thisvear has 
been spent trying to evaluate the 
effectiveness of Student Govern- 
ment. Though it might seem that 
we have a vested interest in Its 
continuance, 1 personally believe 
that Student Government provides 
important and essential services 
for the students.'' 

He explained thcit the discontin- 
uance of student government 
would mean that the students 
would give up the amount of pow- 
er they do have, and surrender 
it to an administrative committee 
or branch. This would include 
the court system, activities bud- 
get and other student- admin- 
istered services.

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Parking Blues 

One of the more urgent problems on this fast 
expanding campus is the traffic dilemma. There 
are many more automobiles than parking spaces 
— a fact which in itself creates an insoluble prob- 
lem. 

In view of this situation, it seem inconceivable 

that 19 parking spaces should be deliberately blocked 
off for an entire day, denying parking privileges to 
any campus driver. 

Such was the case yesterday and Wednesday, 
however, when the parking lot directly behind the 
Union was closed with yellow barricades. 

The Union is one of the few places open to stu- 
dents during t.'u daytime for parking privileges. 
When parking space is at a premium, why should 
the 19 spaces in this parking lot go unused? 

Lt. James Lewis of Campus Security answered 
this question, explaining that the lot was reserved 
parking for the diplomats and dinner guests at the 
Foreign Policy Conference. He admitted that it 
might be "hard to understand" why the lot had to 
be closed during the day for an evening function. 
However, from experience, he had learned that if 
the lot were filled in the morning, it was extremely 
hard to empty in time for the event. 

It is indeed "hard to understand" the need for 
such flagrant waste of space when only across the 
street is the Geology parking lot, only 50 percent 
occupied at its peak. An obvious alternative to clos- 
ing the Union parking lot would be to direct the Uni- 
versity guests to the Geology parking lot, which is 
free and open after 5 p.m. since it is large, it 
would accommodate more cars. Granted, the walk 
across the street is a little longer tiun that from 
the Union parking lot inside the building. But this 
is inconsequential when compared to the inconven- 
ience it causes University students, faculty and 
staff. 

Perhaps the Traffic Committee, chaired 6y Dean 
•John K. Arnold, could adopt this suggestion, or an 
alternative, and relieve the Union of the congested 
traffic which plagues it when parking lots are blocked 
off. 

The University should not operate for the con- 
venience of its guests but for the efficiency of the 
entire institution.

The high-speed competition 
will se the protorype division. 
Generally there are only four 
or five examples of any model 
competing in this cla?s In exis- 
tence.

Each vehicle Is vlr- 
rually hand made and can cost 
over a iuuidred thousand dollars. 

Last year this category saw 
fierce competition between the 
Ford Mark IV. the P-4 Ferrari 
and the Chaparral. A recent 
ruling by the international 
governing isody, however, iias 
made these cars Illegal for 1968 
competition, because their en- 
gine displacement Is beyond a 
3-Uter limit. As a consequence 
Porsches, Alfa Romeos, .\barths, 
and Lanclas will dominate the 
class this year.

Whether or not you're 21, on April 24 you and 

seven million other college students across the 
nation will have the opportunity to "Dump Johnson" 
or not in a collegiate presidential primary called 
Choice '68. 

This electoral innovation although unfortunately 
invalid when state polls tally final results, will 
nonetheless reflect the student generation's senti- 
ments regarding national politics and current is- 
sues., 

This is the first time an organized effort has been 
made to determine actual attitudes of the college 
student about national affairs. Even though 70 
percent of the voters in the April collegiate pri- 
mary will be unable to vote in the actual elec- 
tion this November, conclusions drawn from the 
April balloting will probably still be valid when that 
70 percent does reach voting age. 

Astute politicians would do well to heed the tell- 
tale signs of the collegiate primaries in campaign- 
ing to the generation under 25. Population experts 
have estimated that over half the United S:ates pop- 
ulation will be under 25 within the next decade. 
Considering the radical shifts in attitudes con- 
cermng social issues, war. the draft, drugs and 
other so-called hippie generation obsessions, this 
young electorate could and probably will eventually 
proAice a similar change in American government, 
whether or not the effects are evident immediately 
Time Magazine deserves to be commended for 
sponsoring and financing this first national col- 
legiate presidential primary.

Tbe humlUatlon of an arrogant 
nation that labels Itself 
"strongest and wealthiest," 
while it Is actually spiritually 
weak and morally banknqx, might 
be tterapeutic as well as trauma- 
tic. In any case, to admit our 
fault and error and acc^ tte 
guilt for our contribution to this 
brutal and brutalizing war would 
require greater courage and ul- 
timately be more beneficial to 
mankind than to increase tbe 
slaughter of Americans and 
Asians In the fruitless hope of 
sa . lag face or finally Imposing 
our will upon a small nation.

The 100->ard freestyle called a different Feldmeyer to the start- 
ing blocks. He paced soberly, aware that U of F's Tom Dioguardi 
rated a slight favorite In this event. Sunglasses still aloft, Seeley 
shook tension from his 6-4 , 215 lb. frame while teammates urged 
him with a chorus of "Moosel" calls. The big senior blew it out, 
pulling evenly with Dioguardi all the way, and earned an unexpected 
tie. His effort was a mighty one which threw down the provertsial 
gauntlet for U of F to see. 

In the final event, three-fourths of the Ttibe relay squad cut through 
their lanes and the deafening roar to hand Feldmeyer one-half body 
length of precious advantage. Perhaps concentrating on the need to 
avoid diving early, Seeley dove too deeply, lost the yard edge, and 
found himself banllng the Gators' Andy McPherson on even terms. 
The pair swept along, side by side, pulling toward a climax of mad- 
dening finality. Seeley's final touch was a fingernail late, thus 
dimming the memorable quality of his two earlier events. 

To those who know better, the performances of Feldmeyer, Mning, 
Rathman, Tferry Schllchenmaier, Bob Bell, Steve McNemy and the 
rest were comnsndable . U of F probably will submerge every SEC 
team this year by 30 points or more. Not bad, vAea FSU loses by 
half a knucide.

A resume of the qualifications 
of each candidate will be posted 
on the departmental bulletin 
roard two days prior to the elec- 
tion.

Dr. Edward A. Femald pre- 
pared the study for the Canal 
Audiorlty of the State of Flori- 
da, and it also was his doctoral 
dissertatiOD in geography at 
MichiganStste University. 

Dr. Femald*s study was of a 
strip of land extending for a 
mile or more nonh and south 
of the 95-mlle waterway, a to- 
tal of about 150 square miles. 
However, his suggestions for op- 
timum land use are appropriate 
over a wider area, he said. 

In the spring of 1966 approx- 
Imatelv 3,913 persons lived in 
the area, with 1150 in Dunnellon 
and 200 in Inglis, the most pop- 
ulous communities. 

The major land uses were for 
forestry, grazing ( cattle and 
thorou^red horses) and for 
residential use, he said. 

The economy presently "is 
too heavily dependent upon re- 
tirement Incomes, recreation and 
highway-oriented tourist trade, 
he said. 

Construction of the barge canal 
"will canee rather immediate 
land use change at a rate and to 
a degree greater dian is normal 
for diat region," said Femald. 

"Residential, commercial, in- 
dustrial and espedaay recrea- 
tional uses will increase in 
quantity and quality, and wAlle 
the space given to agriculture 
will probably decrease, it will 
be more Intensively worked. 

He said there is a need for 

planning. 

The $160 million barge canal, 
started in February, 1964, Is 
expected to be completed in 1975. 
It will run from the Oilf near 
Yankeetown to the St. Johns Riv- 
» near Paladca.

Solons Reconsider 

After a rather hasty, uoealightened discussion 
of car privileges on campus. Student Senate defeat- 
ed a resolution several months ago which would 
have allowed freshmen and sophomores to keep 
cars in Leon Co. 

Today that same resolution will be reconsid- 
ered. 

We always thought it was the purpose of Stu- 
dent Senate to puss meanii^ful legislation for the 

campus. Evidently, Sen. Rick Wade agrees with us, 
for he has brought the measure up for disoa.Tjioa 
again. 

It is interesting to note that the resolution was 

defeated in the first place because there are al- 
ready too few parking places and secondly, be- 
cause of the damaging effects automobiles could 
have on these students' grades. 

Hopefully Senate will recognize the fact today 
that Leon County is out of its jurisdiction as far 
as legislation is concerned—and out of the juris- 
diction of the University as well. Only those rules 
which apply to the immediate campus are valid 
for students at Florida State, unless campus rules 
are supported by city or state laws. 

In investigating the laws governing traffic. Sen. 
Wade has learned that no city or state laws for- 
bid freshman or sophomore students from hav- 
ing cars within Leon Co. 

For Student Senate or even the Traffic Com- 
mittee to presume jurisdiction over this area 
Is absurd and even comical. The Board of Re- 
gents allows each state university campus to gov- 
ern Its own traffic on campus, but this govern- 
ing does not reach beyond the confines of the 
campus . 

Perhaps the senators will reconsider Sen. Wade's 
proposal in this light and then get on with matters 
which are within their realm "«»ers

be used during each term. These 
texts could be purchased back 
from students at half of their 
original price, even if a gpecl- 
flc order for the books had not 
been placed. But with the great 
change in texts for the quarter 
courses, the bookstore is unable 
to buy back books at half price 
unless they have a specific com- 
mitment chat the book will be used 
the next term. 

Mrs. Revell said that the book- 
stores requested that professors 
have iheir orders In for Quar- 
ter n by Oct. 1, 1967, for Quar- 
ter III by December 15, 1967, 
and for Quarter IV by mid-March 

1968. 

However, some book orders 
for Quarter II still had not been 
turned in by the end of (^larterl. 

Another problem is the fact 
that many courses which are 
taught during one quarter are not 
offered during the following quar- 
ter. Therefore, no specific or- 
der Is made for the book, and the 
bookstore cannot purchase it 
from students at half price. 

Mrs. Revell said that In cases 
such as this, if there is no new 
edition of the book forthcoming 
and the bookstore has informa- 
tion that the text will be used 
again. It may be purchased back 
at half price. 

Sales Up 

Many students have complained 
that since they take as many dif- 
ferent courses each quarter as 
they did during a trimester, their 
book bills have been as high or 
higher for a quarter, or a 50% 
increase for the academic year. 

Figures from die University 
Bookstore for Trimester 1, 1966, 
and Quarter 1. 1967, show an 
increase In sales of textbooks. 
For Trimestor I. 1966, total 
textbook sales were $177,122.15. 
For Quarter I, lexfljook sales 
were $220,685.25. 

In 1966, classes started the 
first week in Sept«nber. and 
In 1967, dasses started the last 
week of the month. University 
Bookstore manager (brdon 
Wheeler said that a part of the 
main rush on textbooks during 
the first quarter of this year 
spilled over into the mondi of 
October. 

Sales of used books for the 
same two periods also showed 
an increase. For Trimester I. 
1966, used books sales were 
$24,551.64, while for Quarter 
I, the\ were $46,470.09. 

General books, which included 
some books used in classes but 
not classified as texts, went from 
$44,021.94 to $53,027.92. 

Mrs. Revell said that a great- 
er percentage of paperback texts
